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C. terniflora var. robusta (Carr.) Tamura in Acta Phyt. Geobot. 15: 18 
(1953). 

Type: China Prov. Chekiang (G. Staunton, fr. in BM). 

Distr. C. China, Formosa, Korea, and Japan. 

Regarding the identity of Clematis terniflora DC., different opinions 
have been expressed by several botanists since 1884. Having examined its 
holotype (Fig. 1) in the British Museum (Natural History), I came to the 
conclusion that it is identical with C. paniculata Thunb., as first suggested 
by Maximowicz. The achenes are 6-7 mm long and 4.5-5 mm wide, sparsely 
covered with long appressed hairs. While C. mandshurica Rupr. (or C. 
terniflora var. mandshurica (Rupr.) Ohwi), with which C. terniflora was 
identified by Forbes, Hand.-Mazz. and others, tends to have acutish leaflets, 
more ascending pedicels, and smaller achenes covered with fewer shorter 
hairs. Moreover it is doubtful if typical C. mandshurica occurs in Chekiang. 
The specimen from Kiangsu (BM) identified by Forbes as var. mandshurica 
also is the same as C. paniculata. Thus Clematis terniflora DC. is the 
correct name for C. paniculata Thunb. (not Gmelin), as summarized above. 
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Summary A lovely European Crane’s Bill, Geranium dissectum L. was 
introduced to Japan as a casual alien. The plants were collected by the 

author at the first time Fujisawa-city, Kanagawa Prefecture along the 

Pacific coast of Central Honshu in 1950. 
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
